ple of our State have been 
patiently suffering and _  en- 
during from charges and 
counter charges of certain 
conditions in the State an@ it is 
now our belief that the time has 
come when it is necessary to in- 
vestigate such conditions and 
charges in order that the people 
of our State may know the truth 
which alone can make them 
free. 

The administration of the. 
present Governor of the State 
of Oklahoma, if charges that are 
openly made against him are 
true is one of repeated inju- 
ries, usurpations and blunders. 
evidencing the direct object of 
establishing an absolute tyranny 
and despotism over his Common- 
wealth. 

To prove or disprove this, let 
a full investigation be made 
and submit to the people of the 
State of Oklahoma by the House 
of Representatives, the proper 
body authorized by the Constitu- 
tion to make such investigations, 
and to present any accusations 
which the impartial evidence 
may justify. 

It has been and is now openly 
asserted and charged throughout 
the State of Oklahoma: 

That he has refused to allow 
the laws of the State be executed 
which are most wholesome 
the public good;

In an address to the people of the United States, 
declaring that “the supreme issue in Oklahoma to- 
day is constitutional government or despotism,” 4 
‘group of Oklahoma daily newspaper publishers 
have brought a heavy indictment against Gov. J. C. 
Walton. They accuse Gov. Walton of attemptins 
‘to nullify rights guaranteed under our Constitu- 
tion and to halt the lawful processes of govern- 
ment.”

Wild Duck. 

There are many Varieties 
wild duck, but they should all be 
served rare and the red juice, not 
blood. should follow the knife 
when carved. If the duck has a 
strong, fishy odor, parboil it be- 
fore roasting, and as a further 
precaution roast a couple of white 
onions in it. Wild duck are not 
usually stuffed, but some epicures 
like a celery dressing with just a 
dash of onion. A celery stuffing 
will bring out the flavor in the 
redhead. Teal is good with a 
plain, dry stuffing, but the can- 
vasbacks are best without any 
dressing. i 

Ducks will roast in from 18 to 
25 minutes at the most and the 
smaller birds will require only 15 
minutes. Slices of fried hominy 
and watercress, or an acid jelly 
like green grape, plum or black 
currant, are thé usual accompani- 
ments. 

Other Game Birds. 

Grouse, partridge, snipe, wood- 
cock. quail and pheasant are all 
similarly prepared and may be 
roasted, broiled or smothered. They 
must be very carefully plucked to 
avoid tearing the skin. Do not 
wash them; draw and wipe them, 
cut off the head and truss like 
poultry. Fasten slices of salt pork 
or bacon over the breast and thizhs 
and roast, sting every five min- 
utes.

not be much greater than it is at 
present. By right living the num- 
ber 100 could be sub@ituted for 80 
in the formula. 

The Surgeon-General of the 
United States Public Health Serv- 
ice said a wise thing recently: 

*““Most people think of death .as 
coming from one of the great dis- 
eases—typhoid fever, for instance. 
But it is not these that do the real 
damage. It is the hidden things 
that weaken your organs without 
your knowing it till the test comes 
and you find yourself defenseless. 

“It is, for instance, the abscess at 
the root of a tooth that manufac- 
tures the pus that injures the kid- 
ners; the infected tonsils that dis- 
charge a pus that causes rheuma- 
tism; the little lump beneath the 
skin that some day changes into a 
ceadiy cancer; the work that 
strains one’s weakest spot till it 
gives way. when another sort of 
work would do no harm.”
